Prohibition Condition* Disturbing. 


That lhe prohibition question is still a live issue is attested, 


•by expressions coming from sources which must command 
attention. 
The thing, is no j'oke, 'notwithstanding the com-) 


merits of the wags-an'd the humorous quips of the paragraph- 
ers. 
It is a very serious question and one that is not yet set- 


.'tfed. . 'In some way a condition far different from that which 
exists today imisi be brought about. • 
'• 


Since the advent of prohibition there has been a great deal 


of idle and irresponsible talk on the subject. 
Much of this has 


been of a partisan character. .The Wets' have pronounced it a 
failure and the Drys have been .equally, vociferous in acclaim- 
ing il a success. 
11 is certain that the success attained is far 


from complete, but perhaps it. is loo soon to look for comple- 
tion of the job. To many it looks as if progress toward wiping 
out the liquor evil is not so rapid and satisfactory as it ought 
to be, but perhaps those who lake this view of the matter are 
jnisiaken." 


Within a few days there have been expressions on the sub- 


ject that should attract attention.' One of these was in the 
form of an Uiicle Dudley editorial in the Boston Globe which 
•was "later reproduced in the columns of this paper. The Bos- 
ton Globe is not a sensational paper and Uncle Dudley is by no 
means a sensationalist. Because of this the statements in that 
article are not to'rje"dismi§stu''a's idle vaporings; In the-articlc 
it was slated that the. prohibition law "has been incessantly 
.broken during the past two. years," that "the contempt iii 
which this law has been held is already weakening the author- 
ity of air laws," and these are the closing words: "Perhaps the 
law cannot be enforced. 
If so, a way must be found ;to.- gel 


rid of it. . But, if the law is to remain, there is rip way .out of 
enforcement. 
A few -more years like (lie- last two, and' the 


lypical American altitude toward law would be that of the 
anarchist." 


These are strong words, .considering the source from. which 


they come, but they are not the only ones that have been 
spoken. 
In Chicago a few days ago Dr. Alfred E. Steams, 


principal of Phillips Academy at -Ando'ver, Mass., delivered an 
address -before lhe;Chicago Association of .Commerce and he 
spoke very plainly on this 'subject,. saying that "disregard of 
prohibition by wealthy families is ruining the young people.1' 
He related some of the things that are going on in high society 
in Boston, where matters are probably no worse than in other 
large cities, ajid some of the things he told were enough to 
bring a blush to any honest face. 


At a hearing before a Legislative Commitlee in Boston last 


week SONIC of lhe police captains'of that city told what they 
know ;aboul conditions there, conditions which are beyond 
their power to correct. According to fiicir statements, "soft 
.drink" saloons are. one of the great obstacles to the enforce- 
ment of prohibition. They stated that most of these places are 
not licensed and. thai .'most of them are selling. liquor. -They 
Sue the gathering places of the worst elements, male and 
female. 
When the keepers are arrested and coiivicled fines 


are paid and they keep right on. doing business. 
The officers 


and others who spoke said more law is Accessary, the officer's
